GALLOWS! 


JOHN ALL BLAKE PAYS 
THE PENALTY OF HIS 
HEINOWS CRIME. 

HIS LAST), MOMENTS. 

The readers of the News will re- 
member that bu@@my a month ago 
a most heinous crime was committed 
near Morrisville,Ain this county, 
some eighteen mil@ west of Raleigh, 
a respectable whi girl being out- 


raged by a negro gn named John 
Allen Blake  fogw fence Blake 


Miss Lucy HaléWfa young lady, 
the daughter of hon®st and respecta- 
ble parents, who reside near Morris- 
Ville, in Wake county, on Sunday, 
the 2ist of June, attended church if 
the vicinity and remained that night 
with a neighbor somgetwo miles from 
home. The next morning, the 22nd 
of June, she started soon after sun- 
rise to return home, and when about 
midway was met by the negro John 
Allen Blake, whom she recognized 
asa boy that had at one time lived 
with her father. She spoke to 
him, but becoming alarmed by 
his manner and appearance, at- 
tempted to escape by runnin 
into the bushes or woods on the road- 
side. He pursued fier, however, 
overtook her, and by the exercise of 
great violence, accomplish his hel- 
lish designs, stifling her screams by 
severely choking her. The youn 
girl then escaping from him = an 
starting towards home. gentle- 
man in the neighborhood, hearing 
herscreams, started in that direction, 
and meeting Blake asked him the 
cause, The fiend rephed he did not 
know, and the gentleman not suspi- 
¢cioning the cause allowed him to 
pass on, and seeing Miss Haley run- 
ning across a field towards her home 
he followed herand learned what had 
been done. The girl was severely 
hurt, and some days elapsed before 
she recovered from the great violence 
which the worse than murderer used 
to accomplish his purpose. 


THE PURSUIT AND CAPTURE, 


The alarm was at once given, and 
the enraged community turned out 
in search of the negro Blake, the 
country being scoured night and day 
by armed men who sought revenge for 
the outrage that had been eommitted, 
but not until Wednesday night was 
Blake found, a party of tive whitesand 
hree blacks coming across him about 
midnight whilst asleep in the pia; 3 
war committed. He 
had the day previous been lounging 
in the neighborhood of the store, and 
been employed in doing some odd 
His captors did not take the 
aw in theirown hands and mete to 
him that justice which the crime 
would seem to demand, but conveyed 
him to Apex on the line of the rail- 
road, where he had an immediate 
examination and was conveyed to 
Raleigh that morning on the train 
and lodged in the county jail, ex- 
treme quiet being observed in the. 
matter ts prevent the more hot- 
blooded who were in pursuit from 
taking immediatesrevenge upog 
perpetrator of the deed 
HIS TRIAL AND SENTENCE, 


The Superior Court for the county, 


Judge Watts presi ling, gas in ses- 
sion at Raleigh at the ting and the 
case was at once carrved before 


the Grand Jury, Miss Haley and 
other witnesses appearing before it. 
A true bill was found, and on the 
Tuesday following, just one week 
after the crime had been committed, 
he was tried, convicted and senteneed 
to be hung on the 24th of July, the 
evidence brought out in the Court 
being in accordance with the facts 
already stated by us. Miss Haley 
herself appeared in the Court an‘ tes- 
tified against the man who had so 
outrag her. The prisoner was 
given good counsel, and the trial was 
conducted in a manner to give the 
pris-ner the advantage of anything 
that might be in his favor, but the 
evidence was so conclusive and 
damning that the jury did not hesi- 
tate a minute to return a verdict of 
guilty. 

HIS APPEARANCE, 


We visited the condemned man 
yesterday morning, and at the time 
found him seated on the stone steps 
of the inner portion of the jail, with 
workmen engidged in breaking the 
manacles from his feet with which 
he had been secured since bis Gonvic- 
tion. This is the s€¥nd‘time these 
manacles have servel the same pur- 
pose, and the individual who was 
yesterday morning releasing Blake 
remarked that he did the same ip the 
former case. 
The prisoner seated in 

a few paces of the — scaffold 
from which he Was toswiig at noon, 
but bore to all appearances the most 
stolid indifference. In response to 
our salutation, he cnly_ replied, 
‘when I reach Heaven I will be 
freed from all this trouble.’’ He 
looked upon the scaffold quietly and 
we could not see any evidence of 
emotion. He had been attended the 
day previous by Father Gross, of the 
Catholic chureh of this city, and by 
two colored ministers, to whom he 
expressed himself prepared todie. [n 
the early portion of ‘Thursday night 
he was engaged in praying and 
shouting, but at 10 o’clock fell asleep 
and continued sleeping sgundly un- 
til this morning. 
John Allen Blake is of the genuine 
Atrican type, perfectly black, 25 

ears of age, about five feet 6 inches 
high, youthful appearance, an anl- 
mal lovuk, and while he is evi- 
dently sane, yet possesses but lit- 
tle intellect, and has none of those 
sensibilities which would make him 
realize either the heinousness of the 
crime he had committed or the pen- 
alty which he was required to pay 
for the same, 


THE HANGINGSRRENE. 


During the morning the jail en- 
closure was crowded upon the outer 
side by persons who desired a peep 
at the seaffolding possibly see the 

risoner. The contfemned was vis- 
ited by some members of his family, 
who bade him a last adieu, when he 
was consigned to Father Gross, who 
remained with him until his last 
moments. During the morning he 
confessed the crime, but exp 
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yesterday suftpre ILpenalty of

himself as having repented and futty 
} ready to meet his God. 

At 12 0’clock those who had tick- 

ts of admission went into the enclo- 
sure, a narrow space around one-half 
ofthe jail, surrounded by a heavy 
plank wall some 20feet high, while 

1undreds of negroes crowded around 
the gate, in the trees overlooking the 
jail and upon the outer wall, all ex- 
pressing the most eager desire to see 
the execution. 

At 12:30 o’clock the prisoner was 
brought from his cell, accompanied 
by Father Gross, and marched with 
a steady step unaided to the scaffold, 
erected in the southern corner of the 
yard, and took his stand upon the 

drop with the same _ calmness 
and stolid indifference that has 
hitherto characterized his  ac- 
tions. His face betokened no 
evidence of feeling, and he looked 
around upon the e.ger crowd that 
eviden an utter want (of feeling 
of any character. Father Gross con- 
tinued in earnest conversation with 
him, and when all was ready, pray- 
ed, and stepped back from the scaf- 
fold. The prisoner declined saying 
anything, and the black cap was 

laced over his head, the noose ad- 

usted around his neck, Deputy Sher- 
iff Nowell and Jailor Doyle perform- 
ing the work, and, at a signal, the 
rope was cut, and John Allen Blake’s 
body was dangling in the air. His 
neck was not broken, and he strang- 
led to death in some thirty minutes. 

And thus he expiated the most aw- 
ful crime known against the morals 
of any civilized community.
